SAINT  JOHN  THE  BAPTIST 
By  Ugolino  da  Siena  1  (?) 

Tempera  on  panel.  Height  (within  frame),  9  inches.  Width,  7  inches  (24  x19cm).  The  Saint  is  three- 
quarters  length,  standing,  seen  against  a  gold  background  through  which  the  reddish  under  painting  appears 
here  and  there.  His  cloak  is  a  bright,  rich  red,  over  a  camel's  hair  undergarment  of  greenish  olive.  His 
hair  and  beard  hang  in  dark  brown  strands.  The  lips  are  vermilion,  and  a  glow  of  red  appears  here  and 
there  through  the  darkened  skin.  The  painting  is  solid,  with  firm  brush  marks.  The  frame  is  gilded. 
There  is  a  dark  background  in  the  upper  corners  and  behind  the  lettering. 


Note  by  Mr.  Philip  J.  Gentner 

This  belongs  to  a  class  of  works,  fine,  but  not  attributable  as  regards  a  particular  artist,  but 
wholly  characteristic  of  a  given  time,  school  and  school  group. 

It  is  probably  by  Ugolino  da  Siena.  If  so,  he  was  as  much  under  the  influence  of  Simone 
Martini  as  of  Duccio.  Compare  Simone's  heads  of  Saints  in  the  Museum  at  Pisa  and  his  S. 
John  the  Baptist  in  the  great  fresco  at  Siena.  Compare  also  the  painting  of  the  Prophet 
Daniel  by  Ugolino  in  the  Johnson  Collection  at  Philadelphia,  which  is  similar  as  regards  the 
contours,  hands,  folds  of  garments.  It  is  a  fine  little  work,  full  of  character  and  compels  the 
true  student  to  study.

MUSEUM  NOTES 

One  of  the  finest  recent  additions  is  the  early  sixteenth  century  Flemish  tapestry,  very 
valuable  of  its  kind,  the  gift  of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Galen  L.  Stone. 

Attention  should  be  called  to  the  fifteenth  century  panel  of  two  Saints  on  a  gold  ground  from 
the  collection  of  Mr.  Gentner  of  Florence.  The  money  was  subscribed  by  two  friends  of  the 
Museum  —  Mrs.  William  Hewson  Baltzell  and  one  of  the  alumnse,  but  thanks  are  also  due  to 
the  collector  from  whom  the  purchase  was  made,  who  placed  the  price  at  the  lowest  possible 
figure  so  as  to  enable  the  College  to  secure  it. 

Another  recent  addition  is  a  fine  little  painting  by  the  English  Eighteenth  century  painter, 
George  Morland,  given  by  Mr.  Gentner  of  Florence  in  the  name  of  his  little  daughter,  not  now 
living.    This  is  the  first  of  the  English  School  for  the  Museum  to  possess. 

The  Copley  Society  of  Boston  is  holding  its  Annual  Exhibition  of  Boston  Artists  in  the 
Wellesley  Art  Museum.  The  Museum  has  placed  both  its  galleries  at  the  disposition  of  the 
Society  for  the  month  of  May.    The  private  view  is  to  take  place  on  May  8th. 

The  five  public  lectures,  with  slides,  on  Modern  Art  (after  1900),  offered  this  spring,  have 
proved  to  be  meeting  a  general  demand.    The  Art  Lecture  Room  has  been  filled.
